By JAMES MARLOW 
Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON Ufi ~ The civil 
right* bill is loaded—in the sense 
that it goes far beyond just pro­ 
tecting the voting rights of Ne­ 
groes—but it hardly comes under 
the head of "cunning " 
Sen Russell, Georgia Democrat 
and captain of the Senate South­ 
erners now trying to prevent Sen­ 
ate consideration of the bill, called 
it the "m ost cunningly devised 
and contrived piece of legislation 
I have ever seen."

Contaminated Pork Infects 


3 50 ,0 0 0 in U.S. Annually

W ritten for NEA Service 
Not long ago L B. a*ked several 
questions in connection with the 
disease known as trichinosis. 
First, she asks: “Is bacon treat­ 
ed or cured in any way before 
reaching the consumer to destroy 
trichinae?" 
I believe the answer is that it 
usually Is not treated in a manner 
which will always destroy all para­ 
sites. if any are present. Federal 
meat inspectors require that all 
meat* containing pork which are 
eaten 
without 
further 
cooking 
shall be treated by heating, freez­ 
ing or drying in order to kill trich­ 
inae. Of course, becon is not eaten 
raw and trichinae, if present, are 
as a rule killed by complete cook­ 
ing, 
L. 
R 
also 
wants 
to 
know 
whether she is correct in assum­ 
ing smoking of pork does not de­ 
stroy this parasite. She is correct. 
The parasites are destroyed only 
by satisfactory heating, freezing 
or drying and by a method of 
“gamma irradiation." 
TRICHINOSIS is an important 
health problem. The disease is 
caused by a tiny animal parasite 
known as trichihella spiralis. It 
has been estimated that about 25 
million inhabitants of the United 
States alone harbor the parasite. 
Each year about 350.000 persons 
acquire new infections. 
Apparently most of those who 
become infected do not show any 
symptoms. Only about 16,000 per­ 
sons each year are expected to 
take enough of the parasites into 
their systems to cause obvious 
trouble Of those who do develop 
symptoms, about one in 20 may 
die. 
The parasite? usually enter the 
human body in contaminated pork 


; or pork products. When live trlch- 
1 ;nae are swallowed in this manner 
they pass through the wall of the 
intestines and are carried to the 
muscles in various parts of the 
body. W hether symptoms will be 
produced depends on the number 
of parasites. 
NAl SEA, vomiting and watery 
diarrhea are common symptoms. 
Sometimes 
abdominal 
pain 
is 
present. The worms develop in 
' the intestines, and about the ninth 
or 10th day begin to invade the 
muscles. 
Again, if they are present in 
large enough numbers, they may 
produce tenderness of the mus­ 
cles, especially in the arms and 
legs. Sometimes a reddish rash 
] occurs on the skin. Fever may 
be present. Puffineas and swelling 
of he face, especially around the 
eyes, is common. 
IN MILD cases the symptoms 
may last for only 10 or 12 days. 
In severe ones they may pres­ 
ent for six or eight weeks. 
Improvements in 
methods 
of 
i feeding hogs and in inspecting 
carcasses are Important. Consid­ 
erable work is being done on pork 
disposal or treatm ent of -garbaee 
eaten by hogs so that trichina» 
will be destroyed, 
j 
Pork and pork product* should 
I be thoroughly cooked before eat­ 
ing, This will destroy the trich­ 
inae if present. Freezing the meat 
at 5 degrees F for 20 days also 
will kill the parasites.
